"EXPERIENCE OF SOLDIERS ON BORDER 
WILL PROVE VALUABLE IN THE FUTURE 


By Henry L. Marshall, 
Seventh California Infantry. 


Many things 
outside of 
military 
training are being learned by the 100,- 
000 soldiers who are mobilized upon the 
Mexican border. They are^ being broad­ 
ened in divers ways and there is prob­ 
ably not a man in the service who will 
Hot realize later on in life, if he_ does 
not now grasp the fact, that he has 
been benefited materially by the out­ 
door school of experience that is being 
conducted in the open spaces, of the 
frontier country. His coming into close 
contact with nature and his better un­ 
derstanding of the 'real human attri­ 
butes that enter into the make-up of 
himself and associates give him a more 
tolerant appreciation of life in its var­ 
ied phases and more thoroughly equip 
him for whatever duties he may be 
called upon to perform when he re­ 
turns to the more or less humdrum 
worldly affairs that are found outside 
of the army. 


"FADS AND FANCIES." 


The different mobilization camps up­ 
on the border afford an excellent op­ 
portunity for the free exercise of "fads 
and fancies" by the soldiers. Men who 
•were dignified and austere in the pri 
vate walks of life from which they 
came become boys again. If there ever 
.was an emplification of the saying that 
" a man is but a boy grown up"- it 
is to be found in the eyery-day pranks, 
pleasures and fads in which the host of 
soldiers indulge as a means of whiling 
,. away their leisure time upon the bor­ 
der. - It ^s not all work with troops; 
they are- given ample time for- enjoy­ 
ment. Jn the matter of games, the 
: monotony of camp life is enlivened with 
baseball, polo and social entertainments 
.of various sorts. Even a' horse ihow 
that would have done credit, it is said, 
to some of the famous events of that 
kind in the effete East, was given by 
the New York regiments at a border 
camp in the lower Bio Grande valley. 


Besides the many enlivening diver 
sions there are many novel things .of 
,a practical nature in the border army 
^ to "claim the attention of the troops 
*4^hem»elves, and;-stheiiviaitorH- to .their 


f''Soldiers adopt pets and w e to mascot* 
* y^hat'tMuld'» afford * an ?fntereSting stu<|y 
^'ior^syohologists. • Mien who may have 
•• displayed an absolute aversion, to any 
;>type of pet when at home are often 
. t h e first to succumb to the desire to 
^possess some kind of animal life over 
..which they can "make over" when in 
camp. It is probably the- lurking feel 
. ing of close companionship'that actu­ 
ates the soldiers in adopting pets. This 
; form of diversion is often strange f nd 
freakish. 
Upon the Bio Grande border 
the practice of the enlisted men in mak­ 
ing pets and mascots of rattlesnakes, 
bob cats, tarantulas and other danger- 
bus denizens of the wilds became so 
.menacing to the troops that an order 
was issued prohibiting the keeping of 
those types of captives in the camps. 


These^more dangerous species of wild 
life have been largely replace'd by the 
adoption of long-eared Mexican burros, 
goats, stray dogs and harmless lizzards 


/ 
by great numbers of the soldiers. In 
every camp during the rest periods each 
day are to be seen scores of big- braw 
ny men patiently laboring withl their 
special pet animals in efforts to'teach 
them tricks of various kinds. 
Many 
lizzards have been domesticated and 
even taught to go through unique r/er 
iormances by their proud possessors. 
BUNS TO DOGS. 
"When it comes to pets the penchant 
of most of the soldiers runs to dogs 
. 
If there ever was an earthly haven for 
stray dogs it is in _tbe "army of more 
than 100,000 men up'on the Mexican 
border. No matter how worthless and 
disreputable a dog may'appear to be, 
the animal is assured of a warm wel­ 
come should it enter the confines of 
any of the army camps. There is great 
rivalry 
between the different soldiers 
and the companies as to which-shall cap­ 
ture the most dogs that come within 
their reach. These animals are royally 
treated. They are fed abundantly froi 
the scraps' of the company mesa and 
are given copifortable places to sleep. 
V 
No matter how worthless or forlorn a 
cur the animal may.have been in its 
pre-army days, it is soon transformed 
into a spirited and affectionate pet. 


Some of the dogs which have a rov­ 
ing ' disposition do not confine their 
attachments to any particular roan or 
unit, but become the pets of the regi 
ment or perhaps the whole divisitn 
They visit around from place to place 
in the camp and are given 'a welcome 
wherever they go. In the big military 
camp at Camp Wilson, near San An­ 
tonio, there is one particular bulldog 
that not only has the full freedom of 
the tents of the enlisted men, but is 
at* home in the more luxurious quarters 
of the regimental and division officers. 
.This animal is fed on the best food that 


put' in his appearnce upon the camp 
grounds one day soon after the mobili­ 
zation of the division. He was taken 
in charge and formally adopted by an 
infantry company belonging to one of 
the Wisconsin regiments and was given 
the name of "Carranza^" 


The animal made new acquaintances 
readily and was soon known by name 
by practically every one of the 15,000 
soldiers in camp. He is absent from 
the Wisconsin company for days at n 
time while visiting some other part of 
the camp. On the long hike which the 
division made to Austin "Carranza' 
walked and rode as ho pleased. Some­ 
times he would be given a seat on a 
battery wagon and ride for several 
miles; then again he would be picked 
up by a teamster or perhaps by a motor 
truck driver and carried more miles on 
the journey. 
Sufficient to say, "Car 
ranza'' arrived at Austin in prime con' 
dition and he made the return journey 
to San Antonio just as comfortably 


CANINES ON HIKE. 


Hundreds of dogs made the trip to 
Austin and. back with the soldiers, and 
on the 100-mile hike which a division 
of troops at El Paso made through New 
Mexico, scores of dogs went along 
When the canines became tired of .walk 
ing they were picked up and carried. 
Often the animals were to be seen lying 
comfortably upon the saddles of the 
cavalrymen, others reposed upon the 
shoulders of the infantrymen, and many 
others occupied seats upon the army 
wagons.and motor trucks. 


In some of ttie camps in the chaparral 
region are to bo seen a number of wild 
javattns or musk hogs which were cap 
tured in the brush and have boen dom 
esticated. The jayalin is easily tamed 
if captured when young. The animal 
is often made to serve the purpose of 
watchdog upon the more remote ranch­ 
es, It is taught 
:to guard the premises 
and to attack strangers.

" ' •»'. THE BAND* FLEA,' 
' 
. One of the most annoying \ pests of 
f the border is the sand flea. This little 
insect makes camp life almost unendur­ 
able in some localities. It was left to 
one of the privates qf a New York regi­ 
ment to utilize a large collection of the 
fleas in a unique way. 


"These pesky things have given mo 
plenty of exerciso; now I am going to 
turn the tables on them and make them 
do some jumping around," he remark­ 
ed one day. 


That was the foreword to his entry 
into the pastime of training fleas. With 
infinite patience he has sought to train 
a troop pf more than 100 sand fleas to 
do his bidding. He keeps them in a 
little box; partly filled with 
cotton, 
when not putting them through the cir 
cus exhibition which he says he has 
taught them.to perform. He says that 
by the time he,is mustered out of ser­ 
vice he expects to have several hun­ 
dred well-trained fleas on hand, and 
that he will either sell them to some ex­ 
hibitor or to go on the road with them 
himself. 


AS A "MULE SKINNER." 
Taking a young college graduate and 
converting him Into a mule "skinner" 
at one fell swoop is a transformation 
which- the army authorities have been 
(.able to accomplish in a number of cases. 
There are many young men, not long 
out of university, who are filling jobs 
as teamsters upon the. border. In many 
instances these mule "skinners," as 
they are universally known in army 
circles, had no previous experience iq. 
handling or driving mules. 
To each 
army -wagon four mules are required. 
The teamster practically lives with his 
mules, He has no other military duty 
to perform other than to take care xt 
and drive the animals. He sloepB in the 
wagon, to the wheels of which the mules 
are tied at night. One of the many and 
strange cusoms of military life is that 
every female army mule is named 
"Mabel," 
" I t is an unwritten general order 
[that every mule 'skinner' has got to 
obey," remarked an officer to a new 
recruit to the army wagon train. 


Many of the wagon drivers are de 
voted to their mules. There is much 
rivalry between them as to whose team 
is the fattest and best workers. The 
overage mule "skinner" will beg, bor­ 
row and even steal feed for his mules, 
it* excess of the regular army allow­ 
ance.

I saw his wife 
the other day. She is a different look­ 
ing woman.

I t is very 
much smaller 
than tho 
black scale, being about the size of t h e j 
head Of a n ordinary pin. I n color it 
is a duli red, and i t is elevated b u t very 
little i n the center, having, however, a 
more or less 
a p p a r e n t 
knob a t t h a t 
point. I t is circular, or nearly so, nnd 
will bo found located on t h e smallor 
branches and twigs, tEe leaves, nnd on 
t h e fruit itself, although t h e form on. 
'the fruit a n d leaves is sometimes des­ 
ignated as t h e Yellow Scale, as it usu­ 
ally seems t o be a little moro tint a n d 
a , l i t t l e lighter in color. 


H A B I T S O F SCALE. 


These 
scales 
produce no eggs, al­ 
though they increase very rapidly un­ 
der 
favorablo 
conditions. 
Thoy a r e 
more prevalent in t h e dryer and warm­ 
er sections of California, a n d ore por- 
haps as difficult t o control as a n y scale 
we know, with t h e possible exception 
of tho gray. 


W h e n located on t h e skin of a lemon 
while quite small, it will often 
arrest 
the growth of t h o skin a t t h a t 
point, 
so t h a t t h e scale will be a t t h e bottom 
of a little p i t a n d very difficult to dis­ 
lodge w i t h t h e w a s h i n g appliances in 
p a c k i n g the fruit. 
Fumigation i s prac­ 
tically t h e only remedy for it, a s sprays 
are less effective upon i t than on t h e 
larger kinds previously described. 


I h a v e tried t o m a k e a drawing of 
this scale when lying upon i t s back, 
considerably 
enlarged. 
However, t h e 
photograph of t h e soft brown . a n d red 
scales will perhaps give y o u t h e best 
idea of their appearance on t h e trees, 
and I hcjpe you can g e t some such idea 
of t h e black one from t h e picture ap­ 
pended.

Only about sixty ranchers turned out 
last Friday evening to hear" Colonel 
Harris Weinstock, state market direc­ 
tor, discuss the subject of citrus fruit 
marketing. The meeting was held in 
the Woman's club-house, under the aus­ 
pices of the Covina Valley Farmers' 
Club. 


The need for further cooperation in 
marketing 
was the keynote of Mr. 
Weinstock's address. 
It is his belief 
that if all the shippers of citrus fruits 
would form an alliance, and keep abso­ 
lutely informed ns to market condi­ 
tions, and the amount of fruit 
that 


i'Uch market could consume, that n more 
perfect distribution of the crop would 
result, and that more uniform prices 
could be obtained. The means by which 
this 
co-operation • could 
be 
brought 
about was (Suggested by him to be the 
state marketing bureau. 


It was stated by the speaker • that 
the cantaloupe growers of the Imperial 
valley had perfected a co-operative sys- 
fem of marketing whereby'th<*y moved 
their crops without crowding any par­ 
ticular distributing center, and got a 
fair price for their product throughout 
the season. It is Mr. Weinstock's de­ 
sire to work out some such system for 
the citrus business. He cited the fact 
that the need for such an organization 
is not felt ut the present time pn ac­ 
count of the abnormal buying capacity 
of the eastern markets, but ^hat a big 
crop and a market, with a subnormal 
buying capacity wO,uld ^onstjate^th* 


a*B outlined by Mr. Weihstoek^^puloV 
make it necossary for .one hundred, per 
cent of the shippers to join in.,^ No at­ 
tempt would be made to regulate the 
citrus organizations except in the mat­ 
ter of the number of cars to be shipped 
to the various markets. 


No discussion of tho question was 
made by the orange growers at 
the 
meeting, and tho matter has been left 
to be taken up at the next meeting of 
tho Farmers' Club.
